School Trouble in Soho^ 

Dissatisfaction over the transferring of 
two grades in the Montgomery' school 
in the Soho section of Belleville has 
caused an acute situation in school af¬ 
fairs there. 

At the opening of school last Sep¬ 
tember the seventh and eighth grades in 
the building were removed, an C the 
pupils—about ten or fifteen in number 
—were sent to the Joralemon j street 
school and the Magnolia street fiqhool. 
in the Silver Lake section. Both build¬ 
ings are about a mile distant, and the 
parents assert it has been impossilpl# for 
the children to attend regularly dhring 
the winter. 

While citizens of the Soho j.eption 
have on two occasions presented them¬ 
selves at the meetings of the Board of 
Education and asked that an addition 
be placed on the Montgomery bdiMing, 
they now state that they are not de 
manding an addition, but merely the 
restoration of the two classes. )

Immigration and Immigrants. 

To the Editor of The Cinzxs: 

Sir :—On a recent Sunday evening 
a paper was read by a layman in the 
Park Methodist Episcopal Church of 
this town, on the subject as per the 
caption of this letter. The statistics 
presented in that paper compels me to 
comment in this subject from the view 
point of one who immigrated, who has 
loved the United States of America 
years before he came to these shores, 
who did what he could to preserve the 
Union by three years service in the 
Civil Wail in order that this country 
may be the world power which it is 
today, and who would now do anything 
to preserve the glorious institutions 
which are fundamental to the preserva¬ 
tion of this Republic. 

The paper read on the occasion to 
which I nefer, gave statistics showing 
the great preponderence of foreign-bom 
inhabitants in western sections of this 
country, and it is my intention in this 
letter to call attention to the great 
danger to tins land because of this. 

First—I am not afraid to state as a 
maxim, that the best and educated 
foreigners do not come to America. Of 
course there are many exceptions to 
this, and cjvery one who reads this will 
readily call to mind notable exceptions, 
but this establishes the rule. 

Second—The majority of the immi¬ 
grants whq come to this country of late 
years are not such as will assimilate 
with Americans, nor have they the re¬ 
motest idea of what freedom, under the 
laws and cjonstitution means, and hence 
the constant violation of laws in the 
commission of crime of the most violent 
and attrocious nature. This class is 
no benefit, but a burden and a menace 
to this country, and because of the 
character of many of these immigrants 
we witness such events as evidenced 
jy the strike as now in existence at 
awrence, Massachusetts, led by two 
men. one Iwlio declares that it is not 
strike, but industrial war, and the 
other an a|vowcd Anarchist. 

Now wliet this country wants is to 
take steps to prevent this class of 
people from coming here, or if here to 
be able to get rid of them. With this 
in view 1 think the fact, whether an 
intending immigrant is desired, shoulc 
be ascertained and determined by our 
consuls at the place from which he de¬ 
sired to irrunigrate. and no one shoulc 
be allowed >to embark on board of ship 
except on presentation of a proper cer 
tificate from the American consul. This 
certificate should state, for example, 
whether the person is intending to come 
to this country as a permanent resident 
if yes, he should be sworn to obey 
the laws ojf this country. Second— 

He should declare whether it is his in 
tention to become a citizen of this 
country, and if yes, he should lie sworn 
that until he becomes a citizen he will 
be obedient to the laws of this land 
Any one violating, or inciting others 
to violate these laws, on conviction, 
should be departed. These consular 
certificates should be filed with the police 
department kt the port of landing, and 
correct entry made of the same, and 
if the immigrant purposes to leave the 
port of entry he must so report to the 
police in th*e same manner as is the 
custom on the continent. 

The attainment of citizenship should 
be made at least ten years, instead of 
five as now. as I am satisfied that the 
average foreigner who comes here does 
not know a^ much of the laws and the 
true intent of liberty as guaranteed by 
the constitution in ten years, as a 
native born at fifteen years who has 
J 5 ^n through the public schools, yet he 
does not obtain the franchise until 
he is 21 years of age. 

Speaking of public schools, I would 
construe Americans to guard this in¬ 
stitution zealously, and never give great 
power to any race or sect which is 
opposed to the same or w-hich would 
curtail its scope. 

A few words to our fellow citizens 
of foreign birth, German for example! 

I plead that; you do not be actuated in 
your life from the standpoint of a 
German, or be influenced in your vote 
as to whether the Americans of German 
origin will be pleased with any certain 
object to be voted upon, remembering 
that what^er social conditions may pre¬ 
vail in Germany and be harmleas, may 
be very harmful in America, the same 
applies to any citizen of whatever foreign 
birth. 

There is not and should not be a 
German-Amtrican or French-American, 
but we all {should be proud of being 
Americans. ; 

1 realize perfectly that these thoughts 
are but crucfcly expressed, but l present 
them with Ihe best intention for the 
best interest iof America and Americans.
